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Fig. 2 shows the control circuit for the oil pressure jack devices 2, 3, 4, and 5. 
In Fig. 2, 6 is an electromagnetic valve for jack extension and retraction control. This 
electromagnetic valve consists of a four direction three position oil pressure 
changeover valve which is interposed between an oil conduit 11 which is connected to 
the extension side oil chambers of the oil pressure jack devices via each of the 
electromagnetic opening and closing valves 7, 8, 9, and 10, an oil conduit 12 which is 
connected to each of the retraction side oil chambers of the oil pressure jack devices, 
a high pressure oil conduit 14 which is connected to an oil pressure pump 13, and a 
tank circuit 16 which is connected to a tank 15. These electromagnetic opening and 
closing valves 7, 8, 9, and 10 are connected to the power supply 17 via each. of the 
actuation switches 7a, 8a, 9a, and 10a, and go into their opened states when the 
corresponding actuation switch is actuated to be connected. The electromagnetic 
valve 6 comprises a solenoid 6a which changes it over to its side to extend the various 
oil pressure jack devices, and a solenoid 6b which changes it over to its retraction side. 
18 denotes an extension and retraction selection switch which comprises a common 
contact point 18c which is connected via the circuit 19 to the side of the power supply 
17, a contact point 18a which is connected via a circuit 20 to said solenoid 6a, and a 
contact point 18b which is connected via a circuit 21 to said solenoid 6b. The circuits 
19, 20, and 21, and the extension and retraction selection switch 18, constitute an 
electric circuit for actuation of the electromagnetic valve 6. 22 denotes a brake 
operation detection switch which is interposed in the electric circuit for operating the 
electromagnetic valve 6 - in concrete terms, which is interposed in the circuit 19 - and 
which is arranged to be connected or disconnected according to the operational state 
of a parking brake (not shown in the figures) of the vehicle 1 : this switch 22 is 
connected along with the operation of the parking brake, while it is disconnected when 
the parking brake is in the released state. 

Now, when the working vehicle has proceeded to its place of work, and is to 
be jacked up there with the oil pressure jack devices 2, 3, 4, and 5, then, along with 
actuating the extension and retraction selection switch 18 and connecting together the 
common contact point 18c and the contact point 18a, an attempt is made to drive the 
oil pressure jack devices 2, 3, 4, and 5 to extend by appropriate actuation of the 
actuation switches 7a, 8a, 9a, and 10a; but since the brake operation detection switch 
22 which is interposed in the circuit 19 is interrupted until the parking brake of the 
vehicle 1 is operated, accordingly the electromagnetic valve 6 is not changed over, 
and therefore the oil pressure jack devices are not driven to extend. And, even during 
driving of the oil pressure jack devices to retract, in the same manner, this retraction 
driving is not performed until the parking brake is operated. If the parking brake is 
operated, the oil pressure jack devices 2, 3, 4, and 5 can be driven to extend and to 
retract. 
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
